The Canadian reciprocity bill was 
passed by the senate without amend­ 
ment by vote of 53 to 27.

Canadian parliament wilt have to 
take favorable action before reciproc­ 
ity becomes effective. 


Brings A bout the Hooting of the 
British Premier. 
Scene of wild disorder attended the 
session of the British houee of com­ 
mons over the veto of the parliam ent­ 
ary bill.

Yarded Hens Lay Best. 
A very successful 
farmer once 
laid that in winter lie always hud 
something in his coops for his bens^to 
pick at—scattered grain, a cabbage 
hanging vim and oven bones with a 
tittie meat on thorn, always something 
to find in order that his flock should 
not contract lazy habits, In this he was 
humoring tho natural instinct of the 
animal, says M. K. Boyer In American 
Cultivator. A hon let run at largo Is 
almost alw ays hunting, picking and 
scratching—first at a blade of grass, 
then a bug, then a worm, and next a 
seed. 
Expert m eats have proved that yard­ 
ed hens are more prolific layers than 
those allowed free range. 
It costs 
more to keep them, but the returns in 
eggs are larger. Yarded hens are fed 
on food that will make eggs, and nat­ 
urally this food Is converted Into the 
object for which it is intended. On the 
other hand, the same food fed to fowls 
that are on a range is more apt to go 
to the making of flesh-bone and mus 
cie—rather than to the making of eggs.

Movable Roost*. 
Roosts in a poultry house should 
never be permanently fixed; neither 
should they be arranged one above tho 
other like the rungs of a ladder. 
Th** 
best arrangement is to have a support 
like we have on the sides of a beth 
with slots cut for the ends of the 
roosts to fit into like the slats of a bet! 
stead. 
The roosts may then be removed and 
cleaned 
by 
scalding, 
spraying 
or 
scorching, as the owner prefers. 
It is 
much handier to get about in a build­ 
ing where the roosts are easily re­ 
movable. 
Seldom do we see any other 
arrangement In the newer buildings, 
but many of the old buildings seen 
about the farms still have the ladder- 
like arrangement. 


Ventilate the Henhoute, 
One should pay particular attention 
to the ventilation of fowls’ sleeping 
quarters during the summer months. 
There should be some arrangement by 
means of which a gentle current of air 
may be made to pass through the 
house. The birds should not be in the 
direct line of draft, but the current 
should be at least two feet above their 
heads. Even though there be a good 
system of ventilation in the poultry 
house, 
sometimes during very 
hot 
weather it gets very Stuffy before 
morning, and when this is the case it 
is a good plan to make a framework 
of/wire netting to fit into the doorway, 
so that the door may be left open a1) 
night.—E. T. B.

A Good Word For tho Much Maligned 
Welsh Rabbit. 
According to a circular issued by the 
bureau of animal industry, United 
States department of agriculture, we 
make a mistake in not eating more 
cheese. 
Welsh 
rabbits 
and 
other 
cbeese products. Concerning the value 
of cbeese as an article of diet it is stat­ 
ed that one pound of cheese has near­ 
ly the same food value as two pounds 
of fresh beef or any other fresh meat. 
It is worth as much as or more than 
a pound of ham and Is more digesti­ 
ble. 
It is equal to two pounds of eggs 
or three pounds of fish. 
Heretofore, it is stated, cheese has 
seldom been regarded seriously by 
consumers of any class in the United 
States as a possible cheap staple food. 
All consumers of cheese, with very 
few exceptions, use It as a luxury in 
small quantities at comparatively rare 
Intervals. 
While in the aggregate a 
large quantity of chew*# lo eaten in 
this country, the total quantity is nev­ 
ertheless almost negligible when com­ 
pared with some other products of less 
food value aud inferior palatability. 
Experiments conducted by govern­ 
ment scientists associated with the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture have led them 
to advocate the eating of cbeese om­ 
elets, macaroni and cheese and even 
warmed 
up 
potatoes cooked 
with 
cheese. 
“Cheese can no longer be discrimi­ 
nated against because of a suspicion 
that it is not a healthful food,” the 
report concludes. 
“The absolute lack 
of any disturbance of the general 
health of the subjects used in the ex­ 
periments is proof that cheese can be 
eaten in larger quantities without dan­ 
ger to health.”
